‘Abraham Lincoln’ Is Classic, 


But Ill Adap 


From Art Standpoint, 
Film Is Flawless—Critic 
Sees It as Poor Box-Of- 
fice Project. 


BY LOYD A. WILHOIT. 


Yesterday a.:ierhnoon 1 sat in the 
darkened Metropolitan theater* and 
watched a private screening of the 
new film classic, ““Abraham Lincoln.” 

The plot of the picture was simply 
the life-story of that wonderful man 
who guided the destinies of these Unit- 
ed States during their greatest crisis 
—the civil war. 

When the last scene of the film had 
faded- out and the light came up, |] 
saw the picture as a masterpiece, one 
of the greatest dramatic triumphs of 
which the silver screen can boast, 
but— 

| Would Draw Poorly. 

I came to the conclusion that it 
will bring poor return to the motion 
picture house that books it for an 
engagement in Atlanta. 

From a standpoint of art, the pic- 
ture presents two of the most gripping 
hours of heart interest I have ever 
known. Fram a cold-blooded busi- 
ness view, I believe it would fail to 
react favorably and as a consequence, 
would prove a decided liability to the 
house that had the temerity te book 
it here. 

That is my own private conclusion. 
It may be inaccurate, while the very 
reverse may be true. Should a con- 
troversy arise over the picture, I am 
convineed that the film would be a 
success by reason of the fact that the- 
atergoers would attend the show !n 
order to get the reaction of the film’: 
subject for themselves at first-hand. 

So much for private conclusions. 


Lineoln’s Life Is Theme. 


In so far as the film itself is con- 
cerned, I can conceive of no greatez 
theme for an intensely dramatic, 
smashing superproduction than the 
life of Lincoln, who is at once one 
of the most tragic and sublime char- 
acters the world has ever known. 

The picture has its beginning is 
Lincoln, the babe born in a log cabin 
in Kentucky during a terrible blizzard 
that all but snuffed out the tiny flame 
of life that was later to flare up so 
mightily that an entire word was lit 
by its genius. Lincoln, the boy; Lin- 
coln, the youth; later, ‘the young, 
struggling lawyer and budding polli- 
tician and finally the tender, awe-ia- 
spiring chief executive of a nation 
locked in the death struggle of inter- 
necine strife—all had their turn upon 
emotional flow. 

From what I know of Lincoln, ! 
could not question the authenticity 
of a single incident recorded in the 
colorful life of the ‘“‘rail-splitter,” so 
teeming with anecdote and so fraught 
with sorrow. George A. Billings’ 
portrayal of Lincoln was a thing to 
inspire awe, 80 faultless was his awk- 
wardness, physical unloveliness and 
emotional fla, 

' Deals With Civil War. 

But, quite naturally, the film dealt 
with the issues of the civil war, and 
I know, with the deep ingraineJ 
knowledge that life in a small coun- 
try town affords, how delicate a sub- 
ject this is in the south. I do not 
believe it necessary to defend or at- 
tempt to explain the natural adherence 
of the southern psychology to genera- 
tion-old ideals. Suffice it to say, this 
adherance exists, and in filming a 
civil war story one must either open- 
ly opposé it or trim his sails to suit 
this section. 

Those who are seeking to show the 
Lincoln film in Atlanta chose the lat- 
tes course. They cut the film to 
pieces, taking out scenes that one ia- 
stinctively felt would have aroused 
intense feeling had they been allowed 
to remain. ‘This, in itself, would not 
have been an objectionable feature but 
for the fact that, in the process of 
wholesale butchering, glaring gaps re- 
sulted tit caused one to immediate- 
ly understand that at this point some- 
thing definitely displeasing to a south: 
erner had been omitted. 

Little More Than Sop. 

To my mind, the film as shown was 
little more than a sop; and while one 
does not always feel it @ecessary t 
denounce such a thing, one always 
has the privilige of ignoring it. 

In stil] another way did I conclude 
that the picture would arouse animos- 
ity here. It was obviously buillt for 
the glorification of Abraham Lincoln 
—and in thig respect it was a worthy 
tribute—but the south’s reasons for | 
warfare were never so much as men- 
tioned. The whole plot structure was 
arranged in this way: Lincoln was 
determined that slavery should he 
abolished because of the great, broad, 
theoretical axiom that slavery wis’ 
Ww The south, therefore, was forced 
to take the position that slavery should 
be maintained in the face of a great 
and divine truth. . 

Only Two Negroes in Picture. 

It is also worthy of mention that, 
while the whole theme of the picture 
is built upon the estate of the slave, 
only two negroes appeared in it—and 
these were in the role. of butler andl 
m 


aid, 
The film did not geek in any way 
to detract from the glory of southern 
arms nor the brilliance of southern

Lee. Its great weakness lies in the 
tact that, by virtue of silence, ic 
placed the south in the attitude of de- 
fying what was obviously nothing more 
than a proposition of justice. Now 
-his may or may not be a logical as- 
sumption, but none, at least, will deny 
the south the admission that it was 
guided by what it clearly and sincere- 
‘'y conceived to be its own rights. 
Has Instructive Element. 

The picture most emphatically does 
possess a broad element of instructive- 
ness, in that it lifts the veil of awe 
and mysticism with which Lincoln 
has been surrounded, and shows hia 
in a true human light—one far more 
impressive and calculated to inspire 
love for his genius and self-sacrifice. 

In addition, it can truthfully boas 
of a gripping interest that lifts it im- 
measurably above the common run of 
educational films. 

To my mind, it is a great classic of 
dramatic entertainment, but one ill 
suited to this section and city.

It calls attention to the weakness 
of Georgia laws covering the pur- 


stolen automobiles; and the obvious 
invitation that such laws offer—in 
their lax enforcement if not in their 
iletter—to collusion between the rap- 
idly-growing number of boys and 
young men who are stealing cars, 
and those into whose possession they 
pass. ; 

But the most important point the 
subject opens up is the failure of 
Georgia to properly protect its hun- 
dreds of thousands of automobile 
owners and correspondingly reduce 


tery! crime, which it could do by requiring 


a legal registration of title, just as it 
is necessary to record title to land; 
and by thus automatically requiring 
the purchaser of a used car to de- 
mand deed of conveyance, just as is 
given in realty or chattels, which 


nideed, specifying transfer of title, 


should in turn be registered. 

No person with a grain of sense 
will buy a parcel of land without 
ascertaining first that the title is in 
the seller, whether the seller is 
operating direct or through an agent; 
and having satisfied himself to the 
validity of the title he will dare not 
buy without taking a deed of con- 
veyance, or certainly a registrable 
bond for title; and he will dare not 
possess such an instrument of con- 
veyance without in turn registering 
it in the county clerk’s office, other- 
wise the prior title holds good in 
law. 

This identical procéss should apply 
to the sale, transfer and purchase 
of automobiles. It may be done now. 
There is no law to prohibit it. But 
there is no mandate making it neces- 
sary, hence there is not one such 
transfer in a thousand in which this 
process of caution is entered into. 
In practically all states except 
Georgia it is a mandate that the 
seller of an automobile shall dem- 
onstrate his or her title, Failing to 
do so, the purchaser kkows he is 
very probably buying a stolen car. 
The rightful owner can easily prove 
his or her title by the records. 
Hence the dishonest purchaser, in 
collusion with a thief, is afraid to 
take the chance in the face of the 
records in the clerk’s office. 

The criticism may be made that 
the identity of a car may be so dis- 
guised that such a law will become 
ineffective. That is disproven by 
the effectual, practical working of 
such a law in other states. The 
heart of the car is the motor. It 
carries a factory number and other 
marks for legal identification. Be- 
sides, there are many other “checks” 
aside from the license tag, even 
Should a thief completely remake 
the car. And even in that event, 
which, at best will be rare, the pur- 
chaser may be protected if he de- 
mands a clean title. 

This is a very important matter 
from the fact that most cars today 
are sold on the term basis. The 
purchaser does. not possess title un- 
til the payments are all met. The 
encumbrance on a car should also 
be registered, just as all mortgages, 
to be legal-liens, must be recorded, 
or otherwise they lose out in court. 

The point is, with the wide range 
of trading in automobiles, they be- 
ing portable property that may be 
“sold” far from the places of pur- 
chase, the law should not make the 
proving of title merely optional, but 
mandatory,

The tremendous increases in state. 
county and municipal taxes all over 
the United States the last few years 
have brought about a significant 
mo ement among property owners ftv 
organize for self-protection. 

Usually, these associations are 
known as taxpayers’ leagues. [r)- 
marily, their purpose is to investi- 
gate the sources of governmental 
revenues and the uses to which they 
are put, to oppose unnecessary ap- 
propriations, to insist upon efficiency 
in government, to secure improvements 
in systems of taxation and finance 
and to hold down expenses—because 
taxes never can be reduced so long 
as expenses increase faster’ than 
wealth and population. 

These leagues now extend from tie 
Atlantic to the Pacific. Some are 
merely statistical research bureaus. 
Others combine this work with semi- 
political but non-partisan activities. 

Not one citizen in one hundred has 
the time to make careful, detailed 
and comparative studies of govern- 
mental affairs. Recognizing this, 
some cities and states maintain re- 
search bureaus as a part of their 
reguiar work. But municipal- or 
state-controlled bureaus are not free 
to oppose administrative policies. 
They cannot take the initiative in 
fighting extravagance. They have tv 
report to a governor, a mayor or 
council and their reports are liable 
to be pigeonholed. 

Nothing corrects governmental 
evils so quickly as publicity. ‘The 
policy of these taxpayers’ leagues is 
to furnish information to their mem- 
bers and to make it public. 

Georgia had one of first 
leagues, organized a few years ago 
with Ivan E. Allen as chairman and 
Frank Weldon, secretary. It sup- 
plied valuable statistical information 
to taxpayers all over Georgia. Other 
states, hearing what was being aone 
here, wrote for information, and :f 
the Georgia Taxpayers’ league was 
not the first in the field, it certainly 
was the inspiration of others. 

Last spring a number of-local «ax- 
payers organized the Atlanta Taxpay- 
ers’ league with Reuben R.. Arnold 
chairman and Frank Weldon, secre- 
tary. The organization now claims 
more than 2,000 members. Anyone 
familiar with local affairs has seen 
evidences of this league’s splendi1 
work in several directions. 

At first some office-holders 
risively styled these organizatious 
“Tax-dodgers’ leagues.” The leagues 
made card indexes of the scoffers and 
when election day rolled around, they 
were bumped so hard by the vest.

It is not very encouraging to con- 
sider that constipation is almost as 
prevalent today as it was'in the days 
when almanacs were always available 
at the drug store. As an index of 
enlightenment of the laity about 
health, this condition is still common 
enough to warrant pessimism. The 
question that arises in one’s mind is 
whether the general run of folk are 
susceptible to health teaching, or are 
they immune to enlightenment in mat- 

rs of physiology or hygiene by rea- 

n of previous inoculation with tbe 
almanac stuff? The key note or cen- 
tral motif in the almanacology of 
days gone by was “keep the bowels 


jopen and the head clear” or some- 


thing like that. That theme has done 
the country untold harm. How much 
better it would have been for us all 
if the quacks and nostrum mongers 
bad chosen as their slogan: Never 
mind the bowels and bank the dilter- 
ence. 

Constipation is costiveness. FEivery- 
body knows what that means. There 
are still a few old timers who prefer 
almanacological terms for it, such as 
“torpid liver,” “congested bowels” and 
even “weak stomach.” And worse 
still, some students of fishiology glori- 
fy constipation with the title of “auto- 
intoxication” and eagerly take up any 
kind of hocus pocus in the way of 
treatment so long as it isn’t “pills and 
potions.” 

This is not tbe first time I have 
remarked that the majority of victims 
achieve constipation by the cultiva- 
tion of the habit. We haven’t space 
to consider here the several aspects of 
that question, but I want to call 
especial attention to a factor of some 
importance in the introduction of the 
habit of constipation. In a great many 
letters I have received from mothers 
of young infants I find some such 
allusion as this: 

My baby is troubled greatly with 
constipation. She is eleven months 
old, and from the age of eight wecks 
she has been given condensed mitk. 
. « . I had very little trouble with 
her while I nursed her. . . . 

It is to be expected that an infant 
who receives condensed milk will be 
constipated, 

The curious thing, to my mind, fs 
that a great many wsuch complaints 
come from the country places, where 
perhaps cow’s milk is to be had per- 
fectly fresh every day, yet the unen- 
lightened or indifferent mother re- 
jects it on one poor pretext or an- 
other, and tries to jolly the unfortun- 
ate baby along on the artificial sup- 
stitute. 

Even in cities where nothing but 
pasteurized milk can be had, it is !n- 
finitely better food for an infant than 
condensed milk, and if the pasteurized 
milk is supplemented with a spoont:) 
or two of orange juice or tomato juice 
daily (to prevent scurvy) the baby 
fed with it will be nearly as well off 
as though certified milk were uvail- 
able or plain fresh milk delivered 
directly after the milking. 

The resort to condensed milk—or 
something just :s inadequate—in the 
feeding of a young infant is responsi- 
ble for a great «eal of constipation. 
not to mention the grave defects of 
nutrition which inevitably appear 
sooner or later when such inadequate 
food is given for mcre than a tem- 
porary makeshift.

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Thousands of wounded Chinese sol- 
diers are without medical attention.

Sheriff Meritt related the story of 
the capture and ensuing battle with 
the bandits as follows: 

“Saturday afternoon at 5 o’clock 
officers from Palm Beach county, 
Chief Deputy Stubbs, Deputies Elmer 
Padgett and Lem Thomas, of Palm 

ach county, and City Marshal Pad- 
ett, of Stuart, came to me here and 
notified me that they had information 
té the effect that John Ashley, Han- 
ford Mobley, Shorty Lynn and Bob 
Middleton were going to pass through 
St Lucie county by automobile that 
night They asked me to assist them 
in apprehending the outlaws as they 
passed through. I said that I would 
do so, with the understanding that 
they werk according to my plans. 
This they agreed to do and Deputy 
Wiggics, Chief of Police Smith and 
myself, together with the other of- 
ficess, left Fort Pierce for the Se- 


bastian river bridge about dark. We: 


left equipped with a heavy chain and 
a red lantern. Upon our _rrival at the 
bridge we took our cars intc Brevard 


county, just across the river, left 
them there anu came back to the St. 
Lucie side of the river. 

in Mangrove Thicket. 

“We stretched the chain across the 
bridge and hung up the red lantern 
and concealed ourselves in the man- 
gieve trees alonxvide the road. About 
30:45 o'clock a young man by the 
name of Miller and a companion, 
both of Sebastian, drove up and stup- 
ped when they saw the chain and 
sight. Close behind them followed the 
“ar with the Ashley gang. The Ash- 
ley car stopped behind Muller’s car. 

“They were caught unawares, being 
interested in seeing why the car ahead 
of them had stopped when we came 
ulongside. 

“John Ashley saw me first and 
giabbed for his rifle. 1 pushed a 
shotgun in his face and Deputy Wig- 
gins pushed a gun into his ribs at the 
same time, telling him to throw up 
his hands or we would blow his head 
off. Wiggins reached in the car and 
.ct Ashley’s rifle while Chief of Police 
Smith got Lynn-s rifle. 

Goes After Handcuffs. 

“We made all four of them get ouf 
of the car with hands up and walk 
a,ound in front of the car where the 
light would shine on them. 

“I then got in Miller’s car, telling 
the men to search the outlaws as | 
was going after my car and hand- 
cuffs. When I returned I stopped 
my car with lights shining on the 
party, got out and went to the side 
of the car to get handcuffs. 

“I did not have a key for the first 
pair and asked Wiggins if he had a 
key to fit them. I was getting more 
handcuffs out of the pocket of the 
door when Ashley gave a signal end 
the four outlaws reached for their 
six-shooters. They apparently had 
not beep searched for them. 

“The” shooting began then and 
there and when the smoke cleared 
away all four of the desperadoes lay 
on the ground dead. When the shovi- 
ing began we were between 10 and 
15 feet ffom the desperadoes. 

“When Sheriff Meritt and the oth- 
er officers approached the car, Ash- 
ley and Lynn were in the back seat, 
Mobley was driving and Middleton 
sat beside him. Ashley carried a 


rifle and two revolvers, according to 


the officers. Lynn had a rifle and a 
revolver, Mobley had ¢€wo revolvers. 
and Middleton one revolver: They 
carried several hundred rounds of am- 
munition.” 

Ashley apparently was 35 years of 
age; Mobley, 20: Lynn, between 25 
and 30. and Middleton, 25. The bod- 
ies of the dead men were brought to 
Fort Pierce. Disposition of the bod- 
ies of the outlaws had not been an- 
nounced late today. ‘ 

Ashley and Mobley figured in a 
battle with officers at a “moonshine” 
camp on the edge of the Everglades 
last spring, in which John Ashley’s 
father and a deputy sheriff were 
killed, and several members of the 


band arrested. John Ashley and 
Mobley, the elder Ashley’s right-hand 
man, were the figures in a sensation- 
al escape into the Everglades at the 
time. Both had been wounded, but 
their knowledge of the swamp coun- 
try enabled them to evade capture.

New York, November 2.—This un- 
usual presidential campaign ens with 
a general feel-ng of uncertainty as 


to whether President C olidge will be 
elected or whether there will be 
deadlock to be broken by . 

La Follette’s candidacy has set up 
a cross-current, the stren of which 
no one can estimate witn certainty. 
The general ~belief among seasoned 
politicians is that he will poll a large 
popular vote, perhaps rivalling or 
even exceeding that of Davis, 

Equally general is the belief (that 
Coolidge will lead the field in the 
popular and the electoral vote. But 
most impartial observers are uncer- 
tain whether the president's plural- 
ity will grow into a majority which 
will give him the necessary 266 votes 
in the eleetcral college. Should ne 
fail to receive this number, then the 
congress will have to settle the fight. 

All Parties Claim Victory. 

On the eve ef election, all: parties 
are vociferously claiming victory. Nat- 
urally all claims are tinctured with 
optism. 

Republicans are most specific in 
their claims. Most republican news- 
papers which presume to forecast the 
result give Coolidge an outright ma- 
jority in the electoral college, rang- 
ing as high as 295 votes. They place 
the Davis electoral vote at 39 to 93, 
and La Follette’s at from 18 to 45. 
These are estimates from the republi- 
can press. , 

Clem Shaver, democratie national 
chairman, issued a statement Sunday 
night predicting the election of Davis 
but without listing the states he ex- 
pects to carry. La Foliette, in his 
final speech at Cleveland Saturday 
night predicted a progressive victory 
but he, too, did not undertake to 
forecast how certain states would go. 


Three Factors Are Menace. 


But after all guessing is €2ne, 
there remain three great unknown 
factors which make speculation 
hazardous. 

First, La Follette is an unknown 
factor. He has had huge meetings, 
polis have shown him running ahead 
of Davis in many unexpected locali- 
ties. States like Iowa and California 
seem closely balanced between Cool- 
idge and La Follette. If he shduld 
carry either of these, it is probable 
that the election would be thrown into 
congress. He expects to get a large 
so-called “silent” vote from wage 
earners who for personal and 
economic reasons do not care to talk 
much about how they intend to vote. 


Size of Vote Important. 


Second. no one knows how the 
“get out the vote” campaign will af- 
fect the candidates. Never before has 
there been such a drive to get every 
voter to the polls. Stickers, adver- 
tising, appeals from platform and pul- 
pit, canvasses by club women ard 
various organizations have coinbined 
to prod the average citizen into vot- 
ing this year. Registrations in many 
states show thousands of new voters 
listed. How they will vote no one 
knows. 


Third, there are the ranks that 


| have been torn up by the klan issue. 


Democrats have been organizing ne- 
| Sroes as never before. White voters 
| have severed life-long party affilia- 
i tions because of the bitterness over 
| the klan issue.in many sections. This 
| issue may turn the balance in Indi- 
ana and Oklahoma as well as other 
states. Politicians are pretty much 
in the dark as to how this situation 
will affect the presidential candi- 
dates. 
Weather Is Vital, Too. 

In addition .to these specific fac- 
tors, there is the general question 
of the weather. In Nebraska, for in- 
stance, the result may depend upon 
whether the roads are dry enough for 
farmers to get to the polls. La Fol- 
_lette managers there believe this will 
be a determining factor in Nebraska. 
Rain would keep La Follette farmers 
away in many rural . sections all 
through the northwest. In other 
states, rain may work the other way,

ARRANGING FLOWERS, SAYS

Some persons seem to possess a 
knack of arranging flowers effect- 
ively. No doubt the first requisite 
is a good color sense, but there must 
also be the “knack,” just as some 
people have a talent for making a 
room look cozy. 

One person can take positively ugly 
flowers and arrange them so they ap- 
pear charming and another can take 
beautiful ones and do absolutely the 
reverse. 

But none of us need ever make 
flowers look ugivy. We may not 
achieve a beautiful effect, but if we 
remember two simple rules we can- 
not go far wrong. First, never crowd 
flowers into a vase; too few are much 
better than too many. Second, never 
fix them so that they are stiff and 
straight. 

Even in the faney arrangements 
made by florists, where the little hold- 
ers in the center are used, you will 
notice that in some manner they al- 
ways contrive to soften the stiff effect 
in the center. There is nothing uglier 
than a vase full of flowers standing 
up stiffly. It 6s impossible to get a 
good effect unless you arrange each 
flower separately. Many ss persons 
will just take up a buneh and put 
them in a vase, and the result is 
never good, 


A sense of color is just as impor-| 


tant in arranging flowers as in deco- 
rating a room or in dressing. Con- 
sider first of all the colors of the 
flowers you expect to mix and, next 
the eolor of the room in which you 
expect to place them, and its furnish- 
ings. A flower, which may be a 
beautiful color in itself or in certain 
surroundings, can become hideous and 
ruin the appearance of a room with 
which it does not harmonize. Also 
certain flowers seem appropriate in 
some houses and inappropriate in 
others. For instance, in a country

cottage very luxurious flowers, such 
as gafdenias, orchids and exotic lilies 
seem rather out of place, where the 
simple garden flowers seem to feel 
happy and at home. In deciding on 
which flowers to plant in one’s gar- 
den, I think one should always take 
the style and type of one’s house into 
consideration. 

Another thing to remember is that 
flowers that are faded are worse than 
none at all. I know what a tempta- 
tion it is to keep flowers after they 
have really -outworn their beauty. 
always find it diéficult to throw 
them away, but there is nothing 
much drearier than sick and faded 
flowers. 

Many people tell me of ways to 
keep flowers fresh. We all know 
that heat is bad fer cut flowers—that 
is, having them too close to a radiator 
or fire—yet curiously enough one way 
that is supposed to make flowers last 


ia to put them in hot water at night. | 


I know from personal experience 
that a good thing to do is to take 
them out of their vases at night and 
lay them flat in water, either cool or 
hot. Cutting about a half inch off 
the stem every day (this is par- 
ticularly yood for roses) will help 
lengthen their lives. <A pinch of salt 
added to the water cach day is also 
a good thing. I was told the other 
day of a very novel and—to me, at 
least—new methed of reviving flow- 
ers, but again I eannet vouch for 
the truth of it. My informant said 
that one asvirin tablet added to the 
water each day is a_ tonic, which 
sounds a little strange, but might be 
worth trying. 

The type of vase one uses is im- 
portant, both for its appearance and 
for its effect on the life of the flower. 
Luckily, the ones that are the best for 
the flowers are broad, low vases, 
which are the prettiest. Tall and 
narrow vases make charming arrange- 
ment extremely difficult, and besides, 
they do not give the flowers enough 
space or water.

In this constitution also was put | 
forth for the first time the definite | 
admission that the communist party | 
still persisted in America.

“The communist party is an illegal

When the delegates 
reached the hotel they were assigned 
two to a room, so that one could watch 
the other. A steering committee was 
organized which formed rules of con- 
duet, one of which forbade delegates 
going more than 200 feet from the 
hotel during sessions of the convention. 
Besides this, all delegates were 
searched and every scrap of paper 
which could possibly be turned into 
evidence in cose of a raid was taken 
away and destroyed. They were for- 
hidden to write letters or to write anr- 
thing at all unless at committee or con- 
vention meetings. 

And even such notes as they were 
nllowed to take were required to he 
turned over to the steering committee.

It is in times such as these that 
the Family Welfare Society is most 
in demand. It represents the com- 
munity’s faith in the value of its 
homes and family life. It must be 
ready not only to relieve any imme- 
diate suffering or want. but more 
than this, it must, by the wisdom of 
its service, protect the home from 

ing permanently disorganized 
by the strain of misfortune and must 
restore as soon as possible by intel- 
ligent aid the families under its care 
to a normal! condition of self-support 
and independence. 

Aims Not to Pauperize. 

The first principle of its service 
is the obligation to do nothing to 
weaken or destroy individual respon- 
sibility and initiative. It seeks to 
find a solution of a family problem 
through the release of undeveloped 
abilities and unrealized opportunities 
within the family’s own resources. 

This is not a short time service. 
For the widowed mother, with her 
group of dependent little children it 


| 


is a resource for years, meaning not 
alone financial aid, but all sorts of 
assistance in meeting the problems 
of a house full of growing children 
Today the visitor gets the children 
to the clinic, consi.lts with the doc 
tor, helps the mother carry out his 
instructions, sees that the right «diet 
and needed medicines are provided. 
Tomorrow she is in the schools, con- 
sulting with the teachers about any 
special educational problem that theve 
chilrren may present. Sometimes she 
finds a tutor when the teacher thinks 
some special attention will help Mary 
or Tom make a better grading in 
school. 
Get Scholarships for Kids. 


Sometimes she secures ‘rom the Ro- 
tary Club or from some _ interested 
Sunday school class a scholarship for 
the bright boy or girl who should have 
a longer period in school than the 
family finances permit. Sometimes 
the boy who does not thrive in the 
city in health or conduct gets a 
chance in the tvholesome outdoor life 
in a mountain school to bring back 
later new vigor and ability for attack 
on the family problem. Trained 


‘minds and sound bodies for these chil- 


dren are the best insurance for the 
welfare of future homes. 

The family welfare worker must be 
a keen and loving student of human 
nature. She must understand the 
workings of Sam Miller’s mind that 
leads him to desert his family when- 
ever times are specially hard. She 
must know the exact word to write 
to him when she locates him, 80 
that he will fare homeward instead 
of further afield. She had no magic 
except this tender understanding of 
folks for converting Mary Smith from 
a slipshod, neglectful mother and 
home-maker, so pauperized that she 
took pride in the fact that she had 
never “paid for her own food yet, and 
never intends to,” to the head of a

Italian Steamer 
Rescues 3 Men 
Adriftat Sea 


Norfolk, Va., November 2.—Adrift 
for two days in a disabled launch off 
che Florida coast, at the. mercy of 
storm and chilling nights, ciad only 
in Palm: Beach suits and without a 
compass to guide their tiny craft, 
M. J. Mabry, Miami newspaperman ; 
('. © Stewart, Miami engineer, and 
31> R. Cunningham, of Chicago, were 
picked up by the Italian steamer 
Valentino Coda Wednesday and land- 
ed here today. 

The three men were members of an 
ill-fatel fishing excursion that nearly 
cost them their lives. Still showing 
the effects of two days and nights of 
terror and hardship, they were out- 
fitted with new apparel at a_ local 
haberdashery this afternoon. Their 
original garments were in _ tatters 
when they were rescued and _ they 
donned clothing borrowed from _ the 
crew of the Valentino Coda. 


Engine Went Dead. 


“We started out in a 26-foot launch 
Monday morning to catch sail-fish,” 
said Mr. Mobrey, “and had just got- 
ten out of sight of land when the ig- 
nition went bad on us. While we 
were repairing the engine a_ gale 
struck us and drove us further from 
shore. : 

“When night descended we found 
we hud no idea of our whereabouts. 
The storm was increasing in viol@nce 
every moment and our boat was re- 
peatedly almost capsized. We con- 
cluded to head in what we thought 
the general direction of land. For four 
hours we ran through the darkness 
in the storm. 

“Then our gasoline gave out—and 
we had seen no sign of the shore. We 
had no compass. Our water supply 
was lew. We conserved what little 
water we had and subsisted chiefly 
on grapefruit. The cold was intense 
and the spray soon soaked our thin 
suits. We were kept bailing most of 
the time and there were times when 
it seemed as though our launch would 
certainly turn over.” 


Barely Able to Crawl. 


After drifting aimlessly through a 
day and two nights the three men 
were barely able to crawl about their 
Loat, Mr. Mabry said, so fatigued were 
they from exposure and the intense 
cold. The nights, he said, were things 
of terror, since they had no lighta 
and were tossing on unknown waters 
without even a sight of the stars to 
reassure them. ? 

“Early Wednesday morning, Cun- 
ningham, who was on the lookout,” he 
continued, “espied the smoke of a 
steamer. Frantically he waved a flag 
improvised from a shirt and luckily 
for us the signal of distress was seen 
and we were taken aboard. 

“Captain Massa and each member 
of the ship’s company were wonderful 
to us. They gave us the best of every- 
thing, clothed us and fed us and saw 
that we wanted for nothing. We shall 
never forget their kindness—and we 
don’t intend evir to go fishing again.”

Much Rests With Labor. 

The federation, which indorsed La 
Yollette and threw itself wholeheart- 
edly into the campaign, probably will 
ne ealled upon to indicate its future 
“ims, 

William M. Johnston, who is presi- 
cent of the International Machinists 
and whose voices carries weight in the 
foleration, is chairman of the central 
committee in charge of the La Fol- 
lette campaign, and will be a promi- 
nent fignve at that meeting. 

But this also must be considered. 
The indorsement of La Follette was 
voted by the executive couucu of the 
federation, consisting of eleven heads 
of affiliated organizations, without a 
poll of the members. While labor gen- 
erally has been sympathetie to this 
action, it must be remembered that 
those who are closer to the rank and 
file will be present at the Fl Paso 
meeting, and if there is any dissatis- 
faction along the line, it will show 
itself, and must be met. Labor’s part 
in the La Follette campaign has been 
of maiier significance, and the meeting 
at El Peso will be closely watched, as 
its decisions will be supremely im- 
portant te the future of the independ- 
ent movement. 

Some Think Movement Doomed. 

Such are the factors in which the 
election Tuesday will play a promi- 
nent part. Outside of this, there is 
;}much speculation and generalization 
iby observers as to the possibility of 
la new party growing from the kind 
iof a movement that La Follette is 
leading, as it is seen from the pres- 
ent point of vantage. 

There are those who see coming 
out of the present situation a lineup 
somewhat similar to that in England, 
with the conservatives grouped about 
the republican standard, with the 
democratic party holding the liberals, 
and with a new party formed of ultra- 
liberal and progressive elements cor- 
responding to the labor party in Eng- 
and. From pre-election tendencies, 
they point out that the election will 
show some euch alignment, with nu- 
merous exceptions, of course. 

Others claim that the La Follette 
movement will die away after the 
present campaign. They point to the 
history of third party movements in 
the past, but go further, in this in- 
stance, with the contention that the 
independent movement is composed of 
too many groups with conflicting 
aims, which coud never be moulded 
into one strong party.

Mast-Motor Shi p 
Returns to Kiel 
From Trial Trip 


Goettingen, Germany, November 2. 
Anton Flettner’s “sailless” and crew- 
less ship,” which just returned to Kiel 
after a prolonged successful cruise in 
the Baltic sea, is the outgrowth of 
exhaustive experiments conducted by 
the University of Goettingen’s insti- 
tute for aero-dynamic research. 

Flettner, the inventor of the rud- 
der bearing his name, propels the s.11I- 
less ship through the medium of two 
giant hollow metal masts, nine feet 
in diameter and fifty feet high. The 
mechanism, which sets cylinders in- 
side the masts in motion and which 
creates the propulsion force through 
utilization of air currents, can be 
operated by one man with an ordinary 
electric motor. The sailless masts are 
said to yield 15-fold more propelling 
force than the usual area of canvas. 

The initial trial sailings carried on 
in the Baltic indicate a saving in 
operating cos‘: of from 30 to 80 per 
cent. The Krupp works and the Ham- 
burg-American line are said to be in- 
terested in exploiting Flettner’s in- 
vention and are. giving it a thoroggh 
tryout-under high sea conditions.
